Imported. Beef. 
Rough On Florida 


GAINESVILLE — Imports of 
beef from Central and South 
America, as well as Australia and 
New Zealand, have been assailed 
by a Florida Farm Bureau spokes- 
man. 

Charles E. Freeman, Okeechobee 
cattleman and a state director of 
the Florida Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, appeared before the U. S. 
Tariff Commission in Washington 
last week to urge import restric- 
tions. 

In his testimony, F'reeman re- 
ported that on one day alone, on 
March 13, 1964, Florida’ exper- 
jenced the importaton of over. 31 
million pounds of red meat. This 
is equivalent to approximately 
1-10 of all the beef butchered in 
the state during one year. 

Freeman, who is chairman of 
the FFBF's Cattlemen's Commit- 
tee, said a large American restau- 
rant chain has set up a slaughter- 
ing house and quick freeze house 
near Bogota, Colombia, and is 
buying cattle at 7 to 8 cents per 


cattle, bones and freezes the meat, 
which is shipped to this country 
where fat is added and sold to con- 
summers as hamburger.

CLEWISTON — The, United 
States Sugar Corporaton, with 
headquarters in Clewiston, boasts 
of one of the finest records of em- 
ployment of any. industrial con- 
cern in the state.

Some 135 employees received the 
service pins at the close of the 
1963-64 harvest and grinding sea- 
son.
